The Assemblyman Who Had on 
War Paint Lesterday.

„J Have Petitions in Me Pocket From 
Three Churches and Wan Grave-Yara” 
A Public Apology Demanded and 
Obtained. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N, V., February 28.—There was a 
look of stern indignation on the face of Assem- 
blyman Patrick Burns of Brooklyn when he en- 
tered the halls of legislation yesterday morning. 
Over on the other side Assemblyman Howe of 
New York sat in his place a trifle pale and ap- 
parently ill at ease, though attempting to appear 
calm, The friends of Mr. Burns appeared 
grave, as though their bosoms concealed some 
secret of mighty import. Mr. Howe’s friends 
seemed anxious and expectant. It was easy to 
see that some great trouble was impending, The 
very air of the Chamber was heavy, vortenaing 
some hidden calamity. It was plain that 
Assemblyman Burns was mad, but it was 
only when later in the day it was learned 
how grieviously he had been offended that his 
fellow statesmen began to realize how mad he 
really was. On the evening before Assemblyman 
Daggett had given a dinner in honor of the youth- 
ful, but good and great Mayor Low of Brooklyn. 
Mr. Low was on a visit to the capital in the in- 
terest of an increased water supply for Brooklyn, 


and it had been appropriately arranged to di- 
ininish the water supply of Albany as little as pos- 
sible on the occasion. Provisions had been made 
for keeping the spirits of the party up in other 
Ways, and the lack of water was not seriously 
felt. Late in the evening Assemblyman 
Howe had deen invited, after the 
manner of men on such occasions, to respond to a 
toast and haa enterfained the party greatly. In 
the course of bis remarks he had illustrated a 
point by quoting from one of Assemblyman Burns’ 
Speeches in the Assembly last winter. Mr. Burns 
had a bill which he was very anxious to pass. He 
made a speech in favor of it, in which, with a 
rich Irish tongue, he had insisted that it ought to 
pass. “lverybody in moy dishtrict is fur this 
bill,” Mr. Burns had said. It is a good bill; I 
dhru it meself an’ 1 have petitions in me

n favor of it, an’ it ought to pass.” 
d WHILE THIS TAKE Or 
was hailed with great glee by Mr. Daggett’s hi- 
larious guests, it was not relisnead by Mr. Burns 
and some of his colleagues when they heard of it 
this morning. As they reflected on it they liked 
tno better. The peace and dignity of Long 
Island and that other island so far away, and 
from which so many statesmen come, had been 
insulted, and they were disposed to resent it. Mr. 
Burns was net a whit less exchted and wrathful 
than the others. <A few mischief loving hangers- 
on about the Capitol, seeing an oppor- 
tunity to get up excitement, 
took occasion offended 
Siatesman on to desperation, and by the time he 
entered the Assembly Chamber he had already in- 
timated his intention of sending Mr. Howea 
challenge. It was to Major Haggerty that Mr. 
Burus first indicated his warlike purpose. To 
him be said that he had been insulted, aud thas 
Howe should apologize, or “I will Kill nim. I am 
zolug now for my revolver,“ and at once left the 
Shamber. While Burns was gone Haggerty con- 
sulted with other members and notified Howe of 
what had taken place. Numerous plans 
were talked over to avert the threatened calam- 
ity. Meanwhile Burns secured a, pistol and 
prepared for active eperations. He returned to 
the chamber and matters became so serious that 
several members endeavored to pacify him, fear- 
ing that there might be an encounter. To three 
or four of these be exhibited a seven-shooter and 
expressed a firm determination to shoot Howe on 
sight the first time he should meet him outside of 
the Assembly Chamber. He wanted Mr. Howe 
to be MWarued of this determination so he might 
defend himself. These warlike expressions soon 
became generally Known, and members began to 
appreciate the fact that Burns was getting 
TERRIBLY IN BARNEST. 

Mr. Howe began to realize that something In the 
nature of pacificatory measures ought to be taken 
soon. i at all, aud watching, his opportunity, 
strolled over to the Democratic side, and, drop- 
ping into a vacant chair beside the irate member 
from Brooklyn, began to smooth him down. “I 
understand, Brother Burns,” he began, “that you 
feel aggrieved at something I said ata dinner at 
the Delavan House last night. I wish to assure 
you that I intended no personal reflection on you. 
We were all feeling good , and, intending to make 
some humorous remarks, I incidentally referred 
to you m a joking Way.” 

“[ wish you would go away from me, Howe,” 
said Burns, snappis niz. 1 don’t want to talk 
with you here, nordo I want you to sit by me. 
You are no gentleman. What I have to say to 
you will be said outside of this chamber.” 

“Will you allow me to explain?” 

“No explanation will answer, except it be an 
apology made as public as the speech you deliv- 
ered last night. The apology, if any, must be 
made on the floor of the House.“ 

“Will nut my present or personal apology suf- 
flee?“ 

“No, sir; it win not. I tnsist that 
you make a public apology before the members 
of the House. I tell you this, that if you don’t 
apologize: publicly within twenty-four hours I 
ghall tender my resiguation as a member of this 
Legisiature, and will seek my satisfaction the first 
time I meet you on the street. I am not a coward, 
and will not take you unawares, but give you due 
notice.“ At that he slapped his pocket, in which 
he had the pistol,in a very significant and dra- 
matle way. Finding it impossible to pacify Burns, 
Mr. Howe returned to his seat. Efforts were 
made to get the members 

TO QUIET BURNS DOWN. 
Mr. Oliver was appealea to, and Major Hag- 
gerty endeavored to get the pistol away from him, 
but coula not. Mr. Burus was in earnest, and in- 
formed other parties that he had “not touched a 
drop to-day.” He was purposely refraining, so as 
to keep his hands firm, bis nerves steady and his 
eye clear. Burns wrote a letter to his wife, and 
laid it on Mr. Earl’s desk, requesting him to de- 
liver it to Mrs. Burns. In it he notified her that 
he would not be home this week, and that he had 
got into a personal difficulty which would detain 
him some time. As there seemed to de no other 
way out of it, Mr. Howe made 
his public apology. Rising tc a question 
of privilege, be said that information had reached 
him that Mr. Burns was aggrieved at some re- 
marks he had made atadinner party the night 
belore, and from the misrepresentations and 
statements alleged that he had made, he was not 
surprised that Mr. Burns should feel aggrieved. 
He, however, regretted that anything that he had 
said should be construed into an offense by that 
entleman. With that, the matter ended in the 
amber, and the Assembly soon after adjourned, 
THE PUBLIC APOLOGY, . 

as above given, appeared to satisfy Mr. Burns, 
for he immediately went over to t the 
letter to his wife and tore it up. He was not at 
his hotel early in the evening, and some anxiety 
was felt on that account. He returned, however, 
at 11 0’clock, and said that the affair between 
him and Howe was ail Wer. He also said that 
if Howe had not made a public statement tbat he 
should have resigned to-morrow and sent a chal- 
lenge to Howe to meet bim outside the city. If 
Howe bad not responded he should have shot 
him at sight. It appears from Burns’ statement 
that Howe’s remarks at Daggett’s dinner when 
they reached Burns became magnified into an al- 
leged attack by Burus on Mayor Low in lew 
Irish and a like aspersion on Dr. Gray,of the Utica 
Asylum, and several others, all of which were en- 
largements and additious to Howe's after-diuner 
speech, made by those who were trying to stir up

FARMING IN DAKOTA, 


A 35,000 Acre Ranch—The Harvest—Stories 
About Manitoba. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, February 28.—A very large ma- 
jority of the men composing the upper and lower 
houses of Congress are lawyers. Next to these per- 
haps in numbers are manufacturers, and farmers. 
Of the latter class probabiy no Congress has haa 


as one of the farmers in the present House. Dele- 
gate Raymond of Dakota, a very quiet, modest- 
looking young man of less than 40, is one ot the 
largest farmers of that large farming section of 
the Northwest. His home is in Northern Dakota 
and his farm 35,000 acres. On between 8,000 and 


10,000 acres of this he raises wheat, while the re- 

mainder be reserves for pasturage for his 1,000 
or more head of cattle. To hear of his methods 

of r reminds one of Florence's stories in 

his new play of Facts,“ and one almost uneon- 

ciously nums “Over the Garden Wall” when he 

hears of wheat fieids measured by thousands of 

acres and yielding hundreas of thousands of 

Dushels. On the other hand, one is the more 

ready to believe then when he looks upon Dele- 

gate Kaymond’s frank countenance and sees the 

elegant style in which he lives here in Washing- 

ton. His home is one of the handsomest of the 

many handsome residences in this city, over- 

looking Iowa Cirele, and elegantly {urnisbedjand- 
tasteful in all its surround js 

„Are there many such farms as yonts in Da- 
kota?” your correspondent asked ef Mr. Ray- 
mond, as he sat iu his office on Iowa Circle, 
talking of his Dakota heme. 

“Not many,“ he auswered. “Of course there 
are some much larger: the Dalrymple system of 
farming, for instance, inciuding 25.000 acres; then 
there are one or two farms of 8,000 and 10,000 acres, 
and one near mine of 6,000 acres; but they are not 
numerous. There are a good many farms of 1,000 
and 1,200 acres, but even these are a very small 
traction of the number of farms in Dakota. The 
large proportion vf the farmsthere are small, 
quarter sections and half sections, for instance.“ 

“How do you conduct operations on such im- 
mense farms as this of yours? In the same man- 
ner as On small farms?’ 

“Well,” he said, “I keep ten or a dozen men at 
this time of the year on the farm taking cgre of 
the stock; in the spring, when the seeding time 
begins, I hire thirty or forty, and put them to 
work 22 in the wheat. After this is done 
I discharge most of them until harvest time, ex- 
cept a few whom 1 employ for 
ing a little earlier. 
time comes I employ perhaps seventy-five 
men. I put self-binding reapers into the field, and 
all that the men have to do is to gather up the 
gueaves and set them up into shocks. That used 
to be boys’ werk afew years ago. The men that 
we hire for this work are professional harvesters. 
They begin harvesting in Tennessee and work 
north as the season advances, and reach us dur- 
lug the end of the summer, wien our harvesting 
begins. Alter the harvest ends they plunge into 
the woods and spend their winter logging. In 
the spring they send their logs down the river 
and tramp back to Tennessee and begin their 
harvest again to the north. Our harvest over, we 
begin threshing at once, taking the wheat im- 
mediately from the shock to the steam thresher. 
We begin with one threshing machine on the 
farm, set a second at work on tue second day and 
anotper On the third day, and run along through 
the season with three machines until we finish 
our 35,000 acres. The wheat is shipped by rail to 
Duluth, thence around by lake to Buffalo, where 
it is ground into flour.” 

“How far are you from the northern line of 
Dakota, Mr. Raymond; from Manitoba?” 

„About 150 miles. We are in the same Red 
River Valley and have the same sort of country; 
perhaps a little betterin some respects, but not 
quite as cold.“ 

Are these published reports of dissatisfaction 
among the people of Manitoba true?” 

“Yes,” he answered; they are largely true 
and the indications at present lead to the beliet 
that Manitoba will some day be asking admission 
into the United States.“

He jumped up and said, “This 
is my room.“ Mrs. Glaser stepped 
over to the bureau. and, opening one of the draw- 
ers, pulled out some ladies’ wearing apparel, and 
holding them up asked if he was in the habit of 
wearing such gurments.
